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Summary 

Hara (1986) had different ideas on Ueda (1986a, 1986b) regarding the typi- 
fication of Magnolia obovata Thunb. and M. tomentosa Thunb. The legitimacy 
of Ueda (1986a, b) is discussed and supplementary remarks are given to support 
his earlier papers. The correct name of the species formerly known as M. 
stellata (Sieb. & Zucc.) Maxim., is M. tomentosa Thunb., and the species ever 
known as M. obovata Thunb. has the correct name as M. hypoleuca Sieb. & 
Zucc.
